Bright Outlook for Corporation 


Finapcing, 


Reduced Rates for Money Promise 
Resources for Flotation of New 
Capital Issues—Advance in 
Nearly the Whole 
Stock List, 


New York, May |!.—Speculative sen- 
timent today was @#4till under the do- 
minion of the brightened outlook for 
curporation financing, which has been 
the ruling influence ail through the 
present rally in stocks. The piling up 
of bank reserves and the declining 
rates for money promise abundant re- 
sources for further flotation of new cap- 
ital igsues and executive officers of the 
railroad companies feel correspondingly 
relieved of the anxieties which enel- 
oped them during the paralysis of rail- 
road credit. How far thia influence has 
already made itwelf felt is indicated by 
the estimate of The Journal of Com- 
merce of the iocal capital issues in 
April, the figure rising (to $239,726,364 
ag against $207,447,000 in April of iast 
year. This includes the Pennsylvania 
bond sale, Which provided so powerful 
@ stimulating factor on the demand for 
new issues. The April total is larger 
than for any previous month this year, 
and leaves the four months’ issues, 
since January |, 
than in the corresponding four months 
of active financing iast year. The stim- 
ulating effect of the Pennsylvania bond 
issue is expected to be seen in further 
additions to the list during May suffi- 
client to bring the figure fully abreast 
of last year's figure and the opinion is 
advanced, in view of this showing, that 
the total new capital authorized during 
1908 will not fall far short of the $2,- 
102,552,000 authorized in 1907. The 
Union Pacific issue is most immediately 
pending, and discussion of its expected 
Lerms and amount continued very active 
today. That a considerable portion of 
the loan will be placed abrvuad is taken 
for granted, but France and Germany 
were assumed a8 More likely destina- 
tions for the foreign allotments than 
London, as in the Pennsylvania loan. 

Perusal of the Saturday bank state- 
ment was impressive in its disclosure 
of the measure of the resources availa- 
ble for new borrowing. The $1,270,324.- 
900 of deposits held by the clearing 
house banks on Saturday form an abso- 
lute record, and the $63,883,475 surplus! 
a@bove the llega! requirement of the cash 
reserve has never been exceeded except 
in the after-panic period of 1893, when 
forces of the same nature were at work 
to cause the accuniulation as are in op- 
eration now. Confidence in the money 
outlook, founded on this showing, was 
little altered by the prospect of a re- 
sumption of gold exports and the large 
withdrawals of the subtreasury, on ac- 
count of the return of government de- 
posits by the banks. Discount rates in 
London and Paris declined, and the 
Bank of England marked down the 
price of gold. in spite of further pur- 
chases for Paris account in London. 

Outside of the money outlook there 
was nothing in the day’s developments 
to prompt hopes of enhancing valuee. 
The committee on car efficiency of the 
American Railway Assoctation. made an- 
other fortnightly report on the number 
of idle freight ears in the country, 
which showed for Apri! 29. in addition 
to the record figtire of April 16, of 
37,714 of freight cars held idje in this 
country, bringing it to the formidable 
total of 413.338 representing an enor- 
mous valuation of investment on which 
no earnings are accruing. RHailroad offi- 
Clals reported that no improvement was 
perceptible in the traffic showing. 
Weather conditions in some localities 
last week affected, to some extent. the 
feeling of confidence over the wheat 
crop prospect. 

The stock market showed new stocks 
being pushed upwards which have not 
been prominent in the rise before.

The market opened barely steady at a 
decline of 4@!10 points, and during the 
early trading sold 8 to /2 points net 
lower, with July touching 9 cents and 
October 8.74, under disappointing ca- 
bles. favorable weather reports, scat- 
tering bear pressure and iiquidation. But 
there was a good demand for July on 
the decline, presumably for the account 
of shorts, and after the first few min- 
utes the market rallied sharply. New 
crop months folowed the advance siow- 
ly, Dut selling of these positions was 
checked by the strength of July and 
the whole list worked up to a rret ad- 
vance of about 9@27 points. Following 
this there was a reaction, under realiz- 
ing, but in the late trading the market 
developed renewed strength on reports 
of a tornado in Oklahoma, with July 
selling at 9.45, or 37 potnts net higher, 
and October at 9.03, or I7 points net 
higher.
